Census Survey 

Questians an cons^jmer 
buying and homo improve¬ 
ment expectations wili be 
asked by representatives of 
the Bureau of the Census in 
this area during April, ac¬ 
cording to Leonard' G. Islcy, 
director of the bureau’s re¬ 
gional office in Lc.s An¬ 
geles. 

Census Bureau interview¬ 
ers will ask householder.'^: 
about any plan.s to 'buy a 
house, a car, and major 
household appliances during 
the next year. Questions 
about home repairs and al¬ 
terations will concern those 
made during the past three 
months and tho.sp pla.nnod 
to be made in' the near fu¬ 
ture. 

The Cansu.s Bureau con¬ 
ducts a .survey of bitying ex 
pectations and home repairs 
every throe months to servo 
as a gidde to U..S. economic 
growth. A mathematical Iv 
selected group of hou.sc 
holds Ihroughout the .nation 
serves as a measure of what 
U.S. families ow.n and what 
they expect to h\iy in the 
near future. 

For example, the January 
1971 .survey indicated that 
i.n the fourth ciuartor of 1970 
the year - long dow.n'ward 
trend in consumer income 
expectations iiad come to a 
halt. Although people were 
a little more optimistic 
about income increa.ses in 
the future tha.n they had 
been' for the pieeedi.n.g four 
quarters, there was evidence 
that the proportion of house¬ 
holds suffering actual de¬ 
clines in income remained 
above year ago ievols.

da.nger of fire became in- 
crea.sed. Down through the 
ages, there are accou,nts of 
great cities wiped out by 
conflagrations with little 
the people could .do; they 
were virtually helpless 
against this foe. 

The Romans were the first 
peoples to attempt to resist 
destruction by fire a.nd 
Rome was the fir.st city to 
organize a regular fire de¬ 
partment, a sta,ndi.ng army 
of fire fighters, which at one 
time .numbered seven thou- 
sa.nd. 

There were no alarm box¬ 
es, but there were men sta¬ 
tioned along streets, at reg¬ 
ular intervals called "n’oe- 
turnes” a,nd when' a house¬ 
holder ran into the street 
yell in,g ‘"fire,” the alarm 
would pa.SiS from Oi.e .noc¬ 
turne to another until it 
reached the nearest "cas- 
tra,” (fire housel where the 
fire companies covpri,ng that 
cli-striet were located. Then 
all the .nocturnes within 
hearing would rush to the 
scone of the fire and cha.nge 
their role to that of police¬ 
men. And jiust as today, 
these policemen would keep 
th(. gathering crowds back 
a.nd e.stabli.sh strict fire 
linos. 

Within' a very short time, 
a compa.ny of firemen, led 
by a ce.nturio.n, would arrive 
on the scene, passing 
through an opening i.n the 
crowds cleared hy the noc- 
I’ur.ne-policcme.n. Tiieso fire¬ 
men wore metal helmets 
and leather jackets a.nd 
trou.ser.s a.nd some would be 
bearing "siphones,” wooden 
ha.r.'d-pumps that worked 
like syringes: others would 
he armed with axes, ham¬ 
mers, saws a.nd' iron bars. 
Others would be armed wit.Ii 
short ladder.s made in such 
a manner that their ends 
fitted together formi.ng a 
means of ,a.sce,nt to the tops 
of the highest buildings. 

After this first group of 
firemen, the main mass of 
firemen, the "aquarii," -a 
f i r e m e p, the “aquarii,” 
numbering hundreds, each, 
carrying a light earthen- 
waro va.se, would arrive at 
the fire. You gue.ssed it, the 
itquarii would form into 
chains from the nearest cis-

tern to the handpumps and 
the jars would soon begin 
emptying a C'cmti.nuos 
stream of water in the 
hand-pumps. (The hand- 
pump type device for figh.t- 
ing fire Is the earliest 
krrow.n type of fire fighting 
equipment a.nd the first use 
of a devise for applying wa¬ 
ter to a fire in the form of 
a stream dates back as far 
as the 2nd' century B.C.) 

Next came a chariot bear¬ 
ing the “prefectus vigilum,” 
the fire chief, who wcuild 
then a.ssume command. On 
hand also, were surgeons 
who would care for th.o.se 
in,jtured or overcome by 
smoke. 

If the .need aro.se for 
someone to jump from a 
window, pillow bearers, each 
four carrying among them 
a huge leather pillow (each 
pillow at least four feet 
square and stuffed with 
feathers) would place their 
pillows below the window 
to catch the jumper as .he 
leaped' from the burning 
building. 

The "Questionarius,” the 
most feared a.nd respected 
of all the Roman fire offi- 
ci.als was the la.st to arrive 
at the fire scene. His ma.ny 
que.stioins were direct and 
often uncomfortable, for Ro- 
ma,n laws demancied that 
responsibilit.v must be fixed 
for every fire and this was, 
in turn, the questionarious’ 
responsibility. Establish i.ng 
a court of i,nquiry eve.n be¬ 
fore the fire was under con¬ 
trol, he could compel testi¬ 
mony from everybody. To- 
d.ay, the comparable posi¬ 
tion is known as that of the 
fire marshal. 

Along with a renewed vi¬ 
gor to devdse some way to 
cheek future fire, volunteer 
fire companies came into 
.great popularity after the 
‘great fire’ of London i.n 
Ifitk). This fire started on 
September 2nd a.nd burned 
for three davs, hungrily 
ron.sumi.n.g 13,200 hou.se,s 
.along with a major portion 
of that city. It was this fire 
that is cred'itcd with the 
birth of fire insurance. 
'Ha.nd-pumps were brought 
hack i.nto .use again, too. 

Problem of fire in the col¬ 
onies was extremely d.nnger-

ous because, due to the 
closeness of tiie vast forest.s, 
the houses were built en¬ 
tirely, or almost entirely of 
wood. 

Fire departments have 
their 'beginning with the 
volunteer form of organiza¬ 
tion and as early as 1647, 
Governor Peter Stuyvesant 
of New Amsterdam appoint¬ 
ed fire wardens to patrol 
the streets at night forming 
the first fire protection or- 
ga.n'ization in the New 
World. These men were clad 
in capes, carried a lantern 
and a .noisemaker as a fire 
alarm and became known 
as the “rattle-watch.” Stuy- 
ves.ant also outlawed thatch 
roofs and wooden chimneys 
a.nd appointed fire wardens 
to i.nspect homes. These both 
met with difficulty, as the 
■homeowners refused the 
wardens admittance and lit¬ 
tle could bo doine about en¬ 
forcing either of the.se laws 
when the homeowner refus¬ 
ed to cooperate. Residents, 
were also reqeuired to keep 
a leather bucket full of wa¬ 
ter in their homes at all 
times and at sundown, three 
buckets on the .doorstep. 

Benjamin Franklin was 
o,ne of the four chiefs of a 
fire comptiny, one of the 
first organized i.n this coun¬ 
try, founded In Philadelphia 
i.n 1736. Each member was 
expected to furnish, at his 
own expense, six leather 
buckets and two stout li.ne.n 
bags. The leather buckets 
were for throwing water on 
ihe flames and the linen 
bags were .used as recep¬ 
tacles for whatever valu- I 
ahles might be saved from ^ 
the burning buildi.n'g. As fire 
brigades were organized', it 
became quite fashio,nable 
for the young men of the 
city to join them. 

So, even before Sierra Ma¬ 
dre was fciu,ndod, m:uch less 
the organizing of her vol.u.n- 
teer fire department, means 
and ways of dealing with 
fire, the prevc.ntio.n thereof, 
and the devising of ade- 
quat fire fighting equip¬ 
ment liad lo.ng had' a start.

If So You Must 
Re-Register it Now!

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
- effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 
The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

"The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name. Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the sivname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing. Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the ‘‘John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by ‘‘Richard Roe” or the ‘‘East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

‘The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

An open- letter to Mr. Ned 
Hutchinson, appointmen t s 
assistant to the governor: 

Dear Ned: 

On Wednesday, March 17, 
1971, you called regarding 
the appointment of Dr. Wil¬ 
liam McColl to the State 
Colleges Board of Ti:ustees. 
You asked- for my approval. 

My immediate rcatian to 
this appointment was lui- 
favorablo for several rea¬ 
sons, the first being that 
the Board of Trustees is an 
extremely demanding posi¬ 
tion of eight years’ duration, 
usually filled by citizens 
who have shown a great in¬ 
terest in higher education.

The second rea.son closely 
relates to the first.

hide his .desire to be elected 
to the Congress. He ran a 
vigorous campaign in the 
24th District just this last 
year and was narrowly de¬ 
feated. Since that time he 
has made his feel i n g s 
known that he will he a 
candidate for Congress 
again even if he has to mn 
against an incumbent. 

To be sure of my thoughts, 

I checked with people in my 
district and I prcsonally 
called Dr. McColl and- a.sked 
him if he intended to run 
for Congress. He stated that 
he hoped that a new dis¬ 
trict could bo created be- 
Iwec.n his residence and San 
Dio.go in which he could 
run. T saw no objection to 
this, hut I asked if it was a 
possibility that he might 
run a.gainst an incumbent. 

I meiiticned Congressman 
Wiggins and he responded 
with a positiw ‘no’. 

When asked if he might 
oppose Congressman Rous- 
selot, he said it was a pos¬ 
sibility. 

Dr. McColl’s desire to seek 
a congressional seat is ob¬ 
vious and commendable . . •

against a Republican- in¬ 
cumbent. 

Co.ngressman Rousselot is 
a personal friend of mine 
and I treasure his friend- 
.ship. I called John and he 
in turn called the Governor 
and talked to him about 
this matter. Your office was 
•so informed. 

On Thursd-ay, March 18, I 
read Dr. McColl had been 
appointed to the State Col¬ 
leges Board of T-ustees.

He emphasizes that, ‘‘It is neces¬ 
sary to dispel the^ belief that the manufacturers lof legitimate 
drug products that are subject to abuse 'don 't care'." Mr. 
Stetler gives a lengthy explanation of how major drug firms 
use every precaution within their power to see that products 
are not diverted from legitimate channels and legitimate us- 
Typical . . . plants, he 'observes, "have elaborate secur- 
ity systems, often headed by former members of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation or other law enforcement agencies. 
There are strict procedures for handling nacotic - containing 
products or ,any product subject to control under the Drug 
Abuse Control Act of 1965 or earlier legislation." 


The Coming of Spring 


Coincidentally, the arrival of Spring on March 21 
also marks the opening of National Wildlife Week. The 
deer, the birds — all of the kingdom of the wild — will 
be adding to the cheer and liveliness of Spring. 

The wild have no way of knowing that man is pausing 
for a moment with the opening of a new season to pay 
respect to nature’s creatures who, for uncounted thousands 
of years, have lived in harmony with their surroundings— 
the mountains, plains, forests and streams.

The People Must Know

This is how the taxpayers’ are to be gypped out of 
$100,000. The deal, a political one, incubated in the dark 
by politicians, then given the stamp of legal ‘purity’ by 
a Superior Court Judge whose ruling verified instantan¬ 
eous injustice. 

Last year’s Los Angeles County budget included a 
payment to the Los Angeles Opera Association of $100,000 
to make up the losses, if such developed from 17 opera 
performances at the Music Center by the New York Opera 
Company. 

The law commands that county budgets may be exa¬ 
mined and objected to by the public in a 10 day period 
before adoption by the Supervisors. As a taxpayer I ap¬ 
peared at the public hearings to object to this gift, how¬ 
ever, I was told that the $100,000 had been removed from 
the budget on motion by Supervisor Hahn and need not 
be discussed. 

But after the public hearings closed Supervisor Hahn 
moved the $100,000 back into the budget to pay the losses 
of the New York outfit. I then wrote the Supervisors a 
letter demanding that it not be paid, as it was an illegal 
give away of public money. Next, Supervisor Dorn moved 
to recind the deal and that a contract be executed to give 
the $100,000 to the Los Angeles Opera Association and have 
them give It to the New York Opera Company whether 
they lost money or not. This is how they did it. 

I filed a lawsuit to prevent it. 

By now, Mr. John Me Cone, former CIA head, was 
head man of the Los Angeles Opera Association and he 
wanted the New York Opera to get the $100,000. 

The ease came up March 17 before Superior Judge Parks 
Stillwell in division 65. Judge Stillwell listened for about 
5 minutes to my argument, then without comment held 
my complaint did not state a sufficent cause of action. 
Judge Stillwell made no comment at all as to the merits 
of the case. The County Counsel did not say a word either. 

Surely no one would dream that this case was decided 
before it began. The Los Angeles Times would never 

overlook a story like that-but-continued next 

week-. 

Preserving Civilization

The main point to remember in combatting misuse of legiti¬ 
mate medicines, as Mr. Stetler concludes, is that . . our 
efforts to combat these evils must not create a negative at¬ 
titude tO'Ward legitimate, medical use of medications or to¬ 
ward the professions and the segments of private enterprise 
m,ost capable of helping perfect our health care system."
